HOUSE OF CORRECTION.

To the County Commissioners, 

Grentlemen : 

The number of persons sentenced 
to the House of Correction the past year was sixteen, for 
the following offences: Larceuy, 1; idle and disorderly, 4; 
intoxication, 1; common drunkards, 10. 

Those who have been in the House of Correction have, 
with few exceptions, conducted themselves well, and have 
done a large amount of labor on the farm and buildings. 
It would be much better for the County and for all con- 
cerned if most of those whose offence is not sufficient to 
send them to State Prison, were sent to the House of Cor- 
rection, where they could labor and earn something for the 
County, instead of being sent to the Jail, where they have 
to be waited upon at the expense of the Connty, and can 
earn nothing.

The number of persons committed to Jail the past year 
was 7; for the following offences: Murder, 1; larceny, .2 ; 
drunkenness, 3; debt, 1; sent to State Prison, 1; com- 
mitted suicide after being sentenced to State Prison, 1; 
discharged, 5. There is no person in Jail at present.

From the foregoing statement it will be seen that the 
expense of supporting the poor at the Alms House is, in 
the aggregate, $260.74 less than the previous year, while 
the cost per week, for each one, is eight cents more; 
which is owing to the fact that a less number has been sup- 
ported at the farm the past year. 

And it should not be overlooked that a larger number, 
if it does not exceed what the building can accomodate, 
can be supported at the Alms House at a less expense per 
week, for each one, than it now costs to support the present 
number; as the current expenses, aside from the raw ma- 
terial of food and clothing, will be nearly the same, whether 
the number of paupers is more or less. 

The County Farm and Alms House have been under the 
superintendence of Wm. 8S. Woodman and wife who have 
managed the same, in reference to the comfort of the in- 
mates, for the interest of the County, and as heretofore to 
the entire satisfaction of the Commissioners. 


In consequence of the stagnation in business, and the 
difficulty of procuring employment, many who have here- 
tofore have been self supporting have been compelled to 
make application to the County for assistance, thereby 
increasing the external pauper bill in the sum of 442.565 
over that of the previous year. 


During the past year a building two stories high 30 » 42 
feet connected with the barn, has been. built, and is used 
for a carriage house, carpenters shop, corn house and gran- 
ary, with a convenient basement for storing tools, the 
building was much needed, and is substantially built from 
lumber taken from the farm, while the labor of putting in 
the foundation and building the same, was mostly done by 
the Superintendant and the ordinary help on the farm, 
without incuring but little extra expense to the County. 

Some eighty-three acres of wood and pasture land have 
been purchased at a cost of $816.00, making addition to 
the pasturing sufficient to keep the stock of the farm, 
while some fifteen acres of the old pasture are to be taken 
into the field, making a much needed addition to the til- 
lage of the farm. Some seventy-five rods of substantial 
stone wall have been built the past year, by the Superin- 
tendent and farm help, without extra expense.

~ The old cemetery at the. farm being nearly full and in- 
‘conveniently located, a new one has been laid out, fenced 
and partly graded, in a more convenient location, and it is 
intended to erect suitable head stones, to mark the final 
resting place of those who may be there interred. . 

The Commissioners have deemed it proper to include in 
this Report:a condensed statement of the transactions of 
the Superintendent of the County Farm and Alms House, 
‘showing his reccipts and expenditures in managing that 
‘Institution; believing it will be satisfactory to the tax pay- 
ers of the County. 

Also hereto annexed tt be found the Report of the 
County Treasurer, giving a very satisfactory statement of 
the financial standing of the County.
